For 
the purpose of protecting commerce in foods 
and drugs, the secretary of agriculture is 
ted to organize a chemical division of 
the department of agriculture, which will 
be charged with the inspection of drugs and 
food products.

Narrow Escape in the Salinger. 

The Salinger flats, which housed twelve 
families, was burned in almost record time, 
the tenants making perilous escapes into the 
rainswept streets. No one was seriously 
injured, but practically no household prey 
erty was saved.

In a few minutes the building wae 
fillled with smoke and flames and the 
occupants in their haste to escape ran from 
the rooms without taking time to carry out 
any of their personal property. All were 
in the street before the fire. department 
reached the scene. The stairways were 
clear and the fire escapes were not used. 
On the top floor of the east side of the 
building Mrs. Richard D. Weichans was in 
the apartment occupied by Mrs. Margaret 
Powers. Mrs. Powers’ mother, 76 years old, 
was with her. When Mrs. Weichans heard 
the explosion she rushed to the door and 
found the halls filled with smoke. 
“Save your aunt,” she screamed to Vin- 
cent Powers, who was just entering. I have 
two children to care for myself.“ 
Mrs. Weichans rushed across the hall 
where her 3 year old son was being put into 
bed by her 10 year old niece, Irene Garri- 
son, Seizing the child, Mrs. Weichans ran 
to the stairway, leading her niece by the 
hand. The baby was clothed in its night 
gown. Mrs. Welchans ran out of the build- 
ing and down the street to a nearby ‘shop, 
where she was given an overcoat in which 
to wrap the child. sae 4 
Mrs.’ Powers, who was carried out by her 
nephew, is an invalid.

The Chicago and Northwestern ee 
is to give its 5,000 locomotive engineers and 
firemen a Christmas present today in the 
form of a wage increase that will aggregate 
over $600,000 a year. Tonight the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road is expedéted to 
enter into the holiday. spirit and inake ‘its 
men happy with a like gift of large propor- 
tions.

_echedules, gone over them item by item, and 
yesterday reached a satisfactory settlement 
of: questions at issue. Now all that remains 
to be dene ie for the officials of the com- 
panies to put their signatures to the agree- 
ments, something. the men did last night. 
Phe Chicago and Northwestern committees 
met during their long sessions in the Briggs 
house. There were engineers and firemen 
present from all parts of the system and 
from the two subsidi systems, the St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and ha and the Elk- 
horn, Fremont and Missouri Valley. They 
represented the northwestern branches of 
the Brotherhoods of Locomotive Engineers 
and Firemen, and had full power to act. 


Larger Engines in Use, 

The men based their claims for higher 
wages on the recent increase in the size of 
‘engines used and the lengthening of the 
trains. The justice of the claim of the men 
on the moguls for more pay has been con- 
ceded by the roads of the west, but the men 
were not satisfied with the ratio of increase 
set. The old wage scale is as follows: 


The engines in the smaller class are large- 

ly confined to the switchyards and subur- 
ban traffic and do not employ many men. 
The size of the increase is still further ac- 
eentuated by the fact that of the men get- 
ting it over 3,500 are engineers and but 2,000 
are flremen. 
The firemen received what they most de- 
sired, for the road agreed to employ men 
whose duty it will be to clean the engines. 
This has been the bane of the flremen's work, 
for they have found it hard after a long run 
to wipe down the heated steel. In the east 
the majority of roads long since have re- 
Heved the firemen of this duty, and the 
Northwestern is the first western road to 
do it. 

The committees representing the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road have been 
meeting in the Windsor-Clifton hotel, but 
they refused to give out any information 
further than to say that they would be 
ready to sign the agreements tonight. The 
course taken by these committées is m- 
lar to that of the Northwestern road, and 
the wege increase is expected to be about 
the same.

BERLIN, Dec. 20, 3 a. m.—Germany has 
yleided to President Castro’s request for ar- 
bitration of the claims against Venezuela. 
The kaiser’s government has reversed the 
policy it held up to four days ago, almost 
solely, it is believed, because of the state of 
public opinion in the United States. 

Four days ago the German government

“Your employés, in whatever capacity, 
should be advised by you personally to agsiat 
in discouraging the sale and consumption 
of cigars and tobaccos made by the trust. 
Their own interests and future 
as independent men imperatively demand 
active codperation of this kind. If the trust 
should gain complete control of the cigar 
and tobacco business, traveling men, agents,

“A gentlemanly argument of this kind 
will prove to the hotel man that if he per-

The poet is 
not a public ivisance, but quite the contrary. 
He moat, ae both delight and in- 
struct. 

“ As for the kinds of poetry, they are nor 
mere working classifications of the practice 
of poeta; but they have technically con- 
atituting definitions from which they might 
be independently developed, and according 
to which they might be composed. The gen- 
eral laws of tragedy are given by Aristotle, 
but it is necessary to extend his prescription 
of unity so as tb enjoin three speciesor ac- 
tien, time, and place. Tragedy must be writ- 
ten in verse, which, though not exactly the 
constituting form of poetry generally, is al- 
most or quite iiseparable from it. The il- 
legitimacy” of prose in comedy is fess posi- 
tive.
